ABSTRACT 

The present invention , provides a pharmaceutical 
preparation comprising a compound which can be obtained by 
reacting a compound having a free amino group with a sugar having 
the reducing power • The preparation is capable of improving 
the in vivo durability of various compounds and releasing the 
compounds in response to changes in pH, and thus is useful for 
causing the compounds to act specifically on target parts.

Medicinal preparations containing compounds obtained by reacting compounds having a free amino group with reducing saccharides. 
These preparations can improve the sustained effects of the compounds in vivo and release various compounds with a change in pH, which 
makes these preparations useful in exerting the effect of a specific compound at a target site.
